ception of the amendment specifically 
exempting the Monroe doctrine from 
being effected by the covenant, no vital 
change was made by the League of Na- 
tions commission in that document in 
its meetings on Thursday and Friday 
nights. 
Last night's meeting marked 


the conclusion of the consideration of 
the covenant. 
Last night's discussion lasted four- 
hours, President Wilson attending the 
session and remaining until it closed, 
after midnight. No date was set for a 
plenary session of the peace conference 
to consider the covenant. 
The covenant as the commission left 


it did not include any section granting 
Japan's request for the recognition of 
racial equality, and neither was a sec- 
tion introduced covering the request of 
France for an international military 
general staff. Both Japan and France 
announced that they reserved the right 
to bring up the amendments they de- 
sired before a plenary session of the 
conference 
As it now stands the covenant con- 


tains 26 sections.

ENVOY WANTS LABOR 


QUESTIONS SETTLED

Paris, Friday, April 11.—At the meet- 


ing of the peace conference today be- 
fore the rei'Ort of the committee on in- 
ternational labor legislation was adopt- 
ed. Emile Vandervelde, the Belgian la- 
bor delegate, made what was in effect 
a minority report. He advocated the 
admission to the international labor 
conference of delegates from countries 
with which a state of war still exists, 
saying that otherwise he felt there 
might be held another conference where 
the proletariat from all countries v.-ou'd 
be represented and which would wield 
more power than the conference to be 
he'd in Washington next October. 
He concluded by saying that ques- 


tions relative to the adoption of an 
eight-hour day. equality of salaries for 
men and women workers and legisla- 
tion dealing with night work must be 
settled. 
"There are two ways to arrive at

Chinemeca, 
near the village of Petlalcingo, More- 
los.The government soldiers, under com- 
tnand of General Pablo Gonzales plan- 
ned to capture the rebel chielf and 
pretended they were a part of the For- 
tieth regimept which had come to join 
Zapata's forces. 
When Zapata was 
asked to review the men lie became 
suspicious and took with him a large 
number of rebel troojis. This prevent- 
ed the carrying out of the plan and re- 
sulted in a general fight. Zapata fell. 
with many of his followers. A number 
of government soldiers also lost their 
lives.

for more pay, the claim was made that 
these 
men 
were 
entitled to higher 


wages because their employment wan 
so irregular. 
The painters said that 


though they asked Jti.OO per day. even 
at that they would not average over 
$1,000 a, year, owing to irregularity of 
employment. 
They 
claimed that in 


winter they arc laid off a great deal of 
the time. 


In so far as that condition exists in 


any trade, it must make the work of 
that trade cost higher to the public. 


In construction projects people wait 


until business conditions are just right, 
when everyone rushes in to ha\e work 
clone. 
The cost would be less if the 


people had faith to keep building right 
along, whether 
immediate prospects 


good or not. In the painting and dec- 
orating and 
paper 
hanging 
trades, 


costs 
would 
be less if more people 


would have work done in the winter, 
instead of waiting for the spring rush. 


The tendency of people to buy cer- 


tain goods at certain times of the %ear. 
and to demand them at once, works 
in the same direction. 
If they could 


foresee need?, and order in advance 
when demand is light, it would regu- 
larize labor, and make production costs 
less. 


One occupation exceedingly difficult 


to stablize, is that of the farm hand. 
Millions of men are needed as farm 
workers in summer, who may not be 
needed in winter. 
Economists should 


devise 
devise some 
plan by which 


these men could be employed at some 
\ ital form of production 
during 
the 


winter. Many of them are idle or half 
employed during the off season. 
If 


they coukl then be turning out some 
staple goods a year in advance, it 
would be clear gain to the community.

"U'e have no right to discuss this great 


question ot a League of Nations in the 
irresponsible, selfish, detached, not to 
say dislocated manner ot certain sena- 
tors who frankly ignore all moral con- 
siderations. 
America is first in our 


hearts, but America does not stand 
alone in the world. It was Germany 
whose statesmen proclaimed that a na- 
tion has no ethical obligations, that the 
moral law is not binding in politics, that 
a national necessity knows no law. Our 
own great leaders have always abhorred 
this abominable doctrine, and the people 
of the United States have upheld them. 
The American doctrine is that nations 
have moral responsibilities not only to 
God but to one another. There are cer- 
tain obligations of good faith and fair 
dealings which are as valid in national 
as in personal life. 


All of our greatest presidents have 


acknowledged this in explicit terms— 
none more clearly than 
Washington, 


whose farewell address has 
been 
so 


often quoted and misinterpreted in this 
debate. Xo where in that address will 
you rind a warning against "entangling 
alliances." Washington never used that 
phrase. 
What he warned us against 


was permanent alliance with one party 
or another in a conflict of European in- 
terests. But this is precisely what our 
entry into a leage of all free nations to 
maintain peace would prevent. There- 
fore, Washington would have been in 
favor of it, had it been presented, just 
as he would have ridden in an automo- 
bile had it been invented. 


Consider one paragraph from 
his 
address: 
"It will be worthy," says he, 


"of a free, enlightened, and, at no dis- 
tant period, a great nation, to give to 
mankind the magnanimous and too 
novel example of a people always guid- 
ed by an exalted and benevolence." 


Precisely so. The idea of a League 


of Nations is based upon justice and 
benevolent e. For our support of that 
idea we have a threefold responsibility. 


1. The awe responsible, in the words 


of "The Star-Spangled Banner." to "The 
Power that hath made an4 preserved 
us a naiton." 


Ability is always the measure of re- 


sponsibility. I doubt not that the rea- 
son why God has committed such great 
influence to America, is in order that 
she may bear her rightful share in this 
glorious task. 
The power which He 


has given to us is not of one talent, but 
of ten talents. All the more shame to 
us if we hide it in the napkin of in- 
difference, or bury it in the deep hole 
of national selfishness. 
All the more 


honor to us if we use it aright, and fol- 
low \Vashingtons advice by giving to 
the world the example of a great re 
public devoted to justice and benevol- 
ence. 


2. We are responsible for our entry 


into a League of Nations to our sol- 
diers and sailors who helped to win this 
war against war. How gloriously they 
fought: How much we owe them! 
I 


was speaking -some days ago from the 
rear platform of the car to a crowd of 
men in a little town in Montana. 
1 


asked the question: 
"What did our 


boys fight for in this war?'* 
An old. 


gray-haired 
workman in the 
crowd 


answered, with a strong German ac- 
cent. "To .smash de kaiser. 
I like to 


kill lum myselhif." 
A sturdy young 


fellow in khaki beside him said. "We 
fought to make peace on earth." 


Hoth answers were correct. The first 


object has been fulfilled at least in 
part. "Der kaiser ist kaput."

second object has not yet been fully 
attained. 


Who that has seen war fact to fare 


as ! have seen it, the wrath an<i horror 


of 
it on the fighting 
line, the cruel 


•ck and anguish of ii in the ruined 


towns and wasted countries of France 
and Belgium, the inexpressible pain and 
torture of it in the faces and on the 
on 


i bodies of the innocent non-combatants 
j who have been its victims—who that 
j lias- looked in the red ej es of war and 
I felt its hot and fierce breath upon his 
| cheek, can wish to see it perpetuated 
or even tolerated among the children of 
men? 


Our boys in khaki and blue have 


faced danger and death beside the allies 
to put an end to war. It we rob them 
of the prize for which they fought, we 
make their victory vain. We must keep 
faith with them. We must do what we 
can to insure what so many of them 
died to win. by taking our part in the 
League of Nations to Enforce Peace. 


3. The United States is responsible 


to the Allied Nations for a hearty sup- 
port of such a League as is proposed. 
such a covenant represents the prin- 
ciple to which we practically pledged 
ourselves when we entered the war 
beside our brave Allies, Ureat Britain, 
France, Belgium 
anu 
Italy. 
They 


counted upon us, they welcomed us as 
representatives 
of 
j'ust 
this 
idea, 


namely, that the war of 1914, begun by 
Germany, was in itself a crime against 
'the world, involving consequent crimes 
of cruelty and barbarism and general 
atrocity by which at last America her- 
jself was invaded 
in 
her 
sovereign 
rights and attacked in the lives of her- 
citizens. 


It was to make a '.vorld 
in which 


such crimes should be, if not absolutely 
impossible, at least more difficult and 
more dangerous in the future, that we 
took up arms at the call of the Presi- 
dent. 
If now we turn back from the 


duty which victory has brought to us 
and to our Allies, we shall be derelict, 
and in effect dishonored in the eyes of 
the world. 
j 
Consider carefully what America's re- 
fusal to enter into the League under 
proper conditions and with fair safe- 


j guard would mean. Our country would 
!be left alone in selfish isolation, "grand, 
j gloomy, and peculiar." 
AH the other 


i democracies, our natural friends, will 
j undoubtedly make in some form or other 
i a compact and covenant in defense of 
'peace. We shall be out of it. The 
[United States by taking such a position 
I will be in effect the only free nation 
! deliberately taking 
its stand 
beside 


' Germany in the assertion that "war is a 
biological necessity." and that we can 


'• do nothing to prevent 
or lessen 
the 


danger of it. 
AVhat a. shameful posi- 


tion that would be: How dark for our 
national honor would be the future, if 


} by a refusal to meet her full responsibil- 
jity in securing the fruit of victory in 
jthis war, America .should alienate her 
i true Allies, and when trouble comes 
again up on the world, should find her- 
' self without a friend except Germany! 
1 
Shall the opponents of the League 


of Nations, some of whom have a taint 
of pro-Germanism on 
their 
previous 


records, force or 1«-a.d our country into 
this disgraceful attitude? No, a thou- 
sand times no. L« i America assert and 
magnify her sovereignty by fully meet- 
ing her responsibility. Let her l>e not a 
recreant, but a tnie leader among the 
nations who .seek 
to 
devise 
better 


things for the world. Let her raise no 
new banner of im<-] nationalism or Koi- 
shevisb or militarism. But let her carry 
her own national flag, the Stars and 
Stripes, forward in the front rank of 
those countries who bind themselves to- 
gether in solemn le.-j^ue and covenant 
with epch other :ni<l with God. to up- 
hold and maintain "peace on earth to 
aH men of good will."

BELOW 2 MILLIONS 


Million 
Seven 
Hundred 


Thousand Have Been Re- 
turned to Civil Lii'e By 
Demobilization. 


(ASSOCIATED PRESS TELEGRAM) 


Washington, 
April 
12.—Demobiliza- 


tion has reduced the total strength of 
the American army below two million. 
Complete reports to April 8 announced 
today by General Jlarch showed the 
aggregate strength on that date to be 
1,980.506. 


Since November 11, 686,114 men have 


sailed for home, and up to April 8th, 
605,772 had been landed. 
TRere have 


been returned to civil life 1.701,469 of- 
ficers and men, fifty per cent, of the 
officers and 46 per cent, of the men 
ivho were in the army when the armis- 
tice was signed.
